A suggestion system, adopted five 
years ago by the Celanese Corpora­ 
tion of America plant here, con­ 
tinues 
to pay 
dividends to both 
management and the employes whoj 
copie up with suggestions for ef­ 
ficiency and improvement in pro­ 
duction. 
Soldiers and sailors, returning to 
their old or better jobs at the plant, 
are in the majority with suggestions 
submitted.
